Locomotive and Two Coaches 
Overturned; Sabotage, Say 
Authorities

London, May 11—The first 
ease of serious sabotage since 
the general strike began through- 
ont Great Britain has been re¬ 
ported. The famous train known 
as “The Flying Scotsman,’ 1 
running from Edinburgh to 
London, having on board 400 
passengers, wax wrecked yester¬ 
day at Cramlington, a mining 
district near Newcastle/ A mis¬ 
placed rail, which the authorities say 
they believe had been deliberately 
pulled up. cauaed the wreck. 

The engine and two coaches turned 
over, and but for the fact that the 
train waa moving slowly It is likely 
there would have been a heavy loss 
of life. Aa It waa. only one peraon 
waa Injured. 

SEEN BY INSPECTOR 

The train waa running about six 
miles an hour when an Inapcctor on 
the engine with the volunteer en¬ 
gineer noticed a rail had been lifted. 
The engineer put on the brakes. but 
the engine and'four coaches left the 
rails, the locomotive and two coaches 
toppling over. 

Bailors aboard helped the passen¬ 
gers out. All the baggage waa taken 
to Newcastle.

There are, however, several 
yearn in which the tempera¬ 
ture ban climbed to eighty 
anti above later in the month 
of May. 

To-dsy waa the hottent day 
Victoria has experienced this 
year. At 2 p.m. the official 
temperature at the Gonzales 
Heights Observatory read 78 
degree*, the highest recorded 
thia year. As this spot in 
tempered by the sea breezes, 
it may safely be assumed that 
in the lower levels of the city 
the tempo rat ure was two or 
three degrees higher. Yester¬ 
day 7:1 degrees waa recorded, 
while during the hot spell in 
April 72 degrees was the 
highest official record. With 
the return of the hot dry 
weather, campers and others 
are warned to exercise extra 
caution in the matter of light¬ 
ing and extinguishing camp 
fires, as the forest fire hazard 
is serious.
